A Terrible Accident on the Great 
Western Railway in England. 


Six of the Passengers Burned to 
Death and One Beheaded. 


The Scene of the Disaster Nerten Fitswar- 
ren Station, Where a Special Passenger 
Train Dashed Inte a Geods Train—Se- 
rious Election Digerders in the Argen- 
tine Republie—Discentent in Belgium— 
Grand Duke Nicholas of Russia a Raving 
Maniac—The Czarewitch’s Teur-—The 
Revelution in Menduras—Lord Salis- 
bury’s Speech—Foreign News. 


Lowpoy#, Nov. 11.—News has been received 
here of a terrible accident on the Great West- 
ern Rallway at Norton Fitz Warren Station, 
near Taunton, this morning. A heavily laden 
goods train crashed into a special passenger 
train from Plymouth, which was conveying 
to London the passengers from the Cape 
of Good Hope, who had arrived 
by the steamer Norham Castle. Tea 
persons are reported Killed and three injured, 
several seriously. The utmost anxiety pre- 
vails among those who had relatives or 
friends on the Norham Castle to ascertain the 
names of victims. Up to the present time, 
however, it bas been impossible to obtaia 
anything more than the most meager general 
particulars. The railroad company promptly 
dispatched relief trains witha large number 
of physicians on board to the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


Lord Saulsbury’s Speech, 

Lonpown, Nov. 11.—Following his inetalla- 
tion into office, Joseph Savory, Lord Mayor of 
London, gave the usual banquet to the Minis- 
try In the Guild Hall last night, at which some 
significant speeches were made. 

Replying to the teast of The Army. 
Right Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secretary of 
State for War, annousced that the regular 
army, at home and abroad, would early in 
1991 he armed with the new magazine rifle, 
which had been proved entirely satisfactory. 

The Government was responded to by 
Lord Salisbury, who prophesied peace and 
good willamong the nations, as indicated by 
the visit of the Czarowiteh to India as the 
guest of the Queen; showing the growth of 
friendly ideas In Russia regardiag the Indian 
guestion; the African agreement made with 
Germany, and the general relation of England 
with Italy, Portugal and other nations. 

Lord Salisbury said that the McKinley bill 
would of course affect some portiens of Brit- 
ish commerce, 
American elections might be rejoiced over by 
free traders there was every reason to sup- 
pose that England must still face the prob- 
lem of American prohibitive duties, for which 
there could be no retaliatory measures. The 
Premier believed the McKinley bill was due 
to the belief that American hogs had not re- 
ceived proper treatment lu Europe. 

Discussing the relations between labor and 
capital, Lord Salisbury sald the Government 
would not Interfere in such questions. An 
eight-hour law would, bowevér, mean the 
victorious competition of other countries 
whose labor was not so emberrassed. The 
English desire to augment and consolidate 
English territory was defended by the Pre- 
mier on the grounds that all other countries 
were protective, and England would have to 
depend upor trade with her own possessions. 
He regarded the tariff question as the conflict 
of the future. 

The Premier declined to enter into political 
prophecies on the ground of ther recently 
demonstrated uncertainty. 


The Headuras Revelution. 


La LIBERTAD, Nov. 11.—There has been a 
revolt in Honduras. It has been expected for 
months, and has been threatening ever since 
the conclusion of hostilities between Guate- 
malaand Salvador. Tho first outbreak ofthe 
revolution was at Tegucigalpa, where 
the garrison, under the leadership of 
Gen. Longino Sauchese, took possession 
of the Government buildings. There have 
been daily skirmisnes in the streets and Pres- 
ident Luis Bogran is besieged in one of the 
central wards of thecity. He will be forced 
to surrender unless outside assistance arrives 
very shortly. The berder garrisons are be- 
ing carried by forced marches to the assist- 
ance of Sanchese and the only one expected to 
ald President Bogran is on the eve of revolt 
as the men have not been paid for some time 
past and are generally discontented. ' Bogran 
has been looked upod as being in league with 
Barililas and has certainly succeeded in bank- 
rupting the country. Guatemala, Salvador 
and Nicaragua will remain neutral throughout 
and let the strife be settied at home. The 
probabilities are that the State -will be 
divided and by common consent annexed to 
the other States. Should Barillas endéavor 
to assist Bogran it may precipitate a general 
outbreak in Central America, and Ezeta is 
prepared to assail him with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica at his back. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

SAR SALVADOR, Nov. 11.—Gen. Ezeta has re- 
ceived telegrams confirming thé news of an 
outbreak in Honduras and says that it must 
be settled internally unless Bar ilias attempts 
to interfere. 


A Warm Discussion.

the country and agitators are everywhere 
urging the people to concerted acts of vie- 
lence. Ata village called Getitbruge recentiy 
a crowd endeavored to regeue a deserter 
whom the police were arresting and the latter 
were compelled in self-defense to fire on the 
rioters. Collisiotis between the poopie and 
the authorities bave also occurred at several 
other places. Great anxiety prevails in the 
larger cities. 

The Iusane Grand Duke Nicholas. 


Lowpoxr, Nov. l11.—Harrowing accounts 
have been received of the condition of the in- 
sane Grand Duke Nicholas, now confined at 
Alupka in the Crimea. During one of his yio- 
lent fits he nearly strangled an attendant who 
tried to calm him, so thatthe man’s recovery 
is doubtful. The physicians admit that there 
is no prospect of saving the life of the Grand 
Dake, who is rapidly | becoming a physical 
wreck. 


The Czarewitch’s Tour. 


BERLIN, Nov. 11.—It is understood hers 
that the tour of the Russian Czarewitch is not 
altogether non-political in its objects. The 
young Prince is accompanied by M. Onou, for 
a long time dregoman to the Russian embassy 
at Constantinople, and familiar with Exstern 
languages and the methods of Oriental courts, 
and who, it is believed, will act in some re- 
specte as an envoy of the Czar in the interests 
of Russia. 


The Von Caprivi- Crispi Conference, 


Lorpon, Nov. 11.—The Rome correspondent 
of the Chronicle and the Berlin correspondent 
of the News state that during the recent con- 
ference of Chancellor Von Caprivi and Pre- 
mier Orispi, the latter proposed a mutual 
reduction of tariff rates, arguing that Italy 
was principally interestea in the reduction of 
the wine rates, and those on raw silk and oll.

Lam amember of the conspiracy 
which dealt eth moneyed Englishmen who 
were brought out hereto be robbed of their 
wealth, and we also bad an office ia Corn- 
pill, Londorm, England, until the arrest of 
Birehali. Previous to our helding our 
effice there we held it at Pentin- 
ville Hill, sear 8. Pancras Station, 
London, and our Gret victim was Augustus 
Alderson, oldest son of F. O. Alderson, Rector 
ef Holdenby, Northamptep, England, and 
who is related to Lord Salisbury. We took him 
‘to Dave money with him and we watehed him 
elosely during bis stay in Canada until we 
found he bad equandered it all, and then he 
returned home. At this time we were working 
this alone fer years previous to Birchall’s 
coming to this country.

WHAT THE NOVEMBER GRAND-SURY WILL 
HVE TO DO.

Many Important Investigations to Be Con- 
ducted During the Present Term—Judge 
Nermile Delivers an Unexpectedly 
Strong Charge—LEast of the Indictments 
Nuallified by the Last Grand-Jury. 


The members of the November Grand-jury 
met in the rooms at the Four Courts promptly 
at 10 o'clock this morning and commenced 
the work of examining the witnesses in the 
actions docketed for hearing to-day.

Sec. 1. Ordinance No. 15, 718, authorizing 
the Mayor and Health Commissioner of the 
city of Bt. Louls to enter into a contract for 
the san! Gisposai of all the slop, offal, 

base and anima! matter of the city of St. 
uis by the Merz process is hereby repealed. 

Right upon the heels of this ordinance, Mr. 
Nelson introduced another which provided 
forthe sanitary disposal of the garbage of 
the city by any process which proves, upon 
investigation, to be equal te the work, the 
letting of the contract to be made by the 
Board of Public Improvements in the usual 
form. This ordinance is drawn up with the 
view of giving the contract to the cheapest 
bidder and not force it into the hands of a 
single company without giving anyone else a 
chance.

OPINIONS ON APPEALS. 


THE KEUSCHER INSURANCE FRAUD CASE 
GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT. 


A Suggestion for the Amendment of a Legal 
Bele inthe Light ef Postal Pregress— 
Liability ef a Common Carrier Beyend 
the Endof Gis Own Line—Other Decis- 
ious. 


The Court of Appeals this morning delivered 
ta fortnightly batch of opinions There were 
sixteen cases decided. 

The case of Mary Keuscher, respondent, vs 
the Supreme Council of the United States Be- 
nevolent Fraternity, appéilant, was trans- 
ferred te the Supreme Court. This is one ef 
that leng series of insurance fraud cases that 
Degan with the fraudalent initiation of a 
man who personated Charles 
* Aying consumptive, into the 
United States Benevolent Fraternity through 
the conniving of Rebert, Terry, Dr. John 
Whitaber, one Goldberg and others. Terry 
and his associates initiated Keuscher or a 
man personating Keuscher into various 
orders, and at the latter’s death Mrs. Keu- 
scher endeavored to collect insurance money 
on these pretended initiations. In the case 
which was to-day sent to the Supreme 
Court by the Court of Appeals 
an order was made by the trial 
Court, the Circuit Court, on the detendast— 
the United States Benevolent Fraternity—to 
produee books and papers. The defendant 
objected that to give the plaintiff_the un- 
bridied license to pry into the business pa- 
pers and records of the defendant weuld be 
violative of the section of the constitution of 
Missouri, which guarantees immunity 
from unreasonable searches and seizures. 
The defendant refused te obey the 
Circuit Court’s order and the ceurt struck out 
ite answer. The defendant’s counsel then 
withdrew and judgment was rendered from 
the plaintiff. Appeal was taken by the de- 


fendant, whe questioned the propriety of the 
order requiring it to produce ite books and 
papers. As a constitutional question is in- 
voived, the case goes to Jefferson City. 
SUGGESTION FOR A NEW RULE. 

Judge Thempson, in the opinion of the 
court im the case ef Lon V. Stephens, Re- 
ceiver, appellant, vs. Daniel J. Gallagher et 
al, respondent, shewed the way to. the 
amendment ofan old rule. The suit was on a 
promissory note against Gallagher as maker, 
signed by Julius RK.

to get his mail. Whether the same ruie 
sheuld apply under the new immediste de- 
livery system is aquestion of which we can 
see the importance, but upon which we do 
not intend to intimate our opinion one way or 
the other in the present case. 

This refusal to consider the point further 
because Judge Thompson and his associates 
believed that the trial conrt did not abuse its 
discretion in refusing to reopen the case, as it 
was obvious that the evidence was easily ac- 
cessibie at the time the case was submitted. 

A CARRIER’S LIABILITY. 

In the case of J. W. Crouch, appellant, vs. 
the Louisville & Nashville Railway Co., a suit 
for damages to twenty-horses shipped from 
East St. Louis to Charleston, 8. C., the judge- 
ment ofthe trial ceurt for the defendant 
company was armed. The Court of Appeals 
says: By the principies of the common law, 
as established in this State, * 
common carrier who receives goods for 
transportation te a point beyond his ewn 
line, engages only tocarry them safely and 
within a reasonable time to the end ot his 
ewn line and to deliver them to the next con- 
necting carrier to continue or cemplete tne 
transit, unless the usage of business or of the 
carrier or his conduct or language shows that 
be takes the parce! as carrier for the whole 
route. 

A case in which the carrier gives a through 
rate of freight is not taken out ot this rule, 
the carrier being deemed a carrier for his owa 
line and a forwarding agent, for the shipper 
for the remainder of the journey. In this cuse 
there was no agreement on the defendant’s 
part to become liable for defauite of the con- 
necting lines. The evidence of both parties was 
that the injury to the horses was frst 
discovered at Augusta, Ga., where they were 
to be unleaded to be fed, and they were then 
in transit over the line of tife Georgia Rail- 
road Co. If the case had been given to the
